Shuttle orbiter 
rolled out for 
first viewing

PALM D ALE — While a band from 
March Air Force Base played the theme 
from Star Trek, the first Shuttle Orbiter 
vehicle rolled out of its hanger for the 
first public viewing at Rockwell Inter­ 
national Space Division facilities here 
this morning. 
Named “ The Enterprise,” for the 
spaceship in the Star Trek television 
series, the six-story tall, back and white 
OV-101 drew whistles, cheers and ap­ 
plause as it rounded the comer of its 
hanger and came into the view of more 
than 1,000 government, industry and 
space leaders present. 
“ Ain’t she a beaut?” asked John F. 
Yardley, associate administrator of 
NASA. The crowd roared agreement. 
Taking part in the ceremonies were 
Sen. John Tunney and Congressman Olin 
Teague of Texas who hailed the orbiter 
as a truck and cargo ship of the space 
program. 
Sen. Barry Gold water of Arizona, ad­ 
ded “ Who 14 years ago would have 
dreamed of using the term ‘routine’ in 
relation to access to space? And yet the 
space shuttle orbiter is making this pos­ 
sible.” 
Today’s rollout culminated more than 
four years of planning and construction 
of the Orbiter vehicle, built for the 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration. 
NASA chose Rockwell International as 
the prime contractor in July, 1972, and a 
month later gave the authority to 
proceed with the contract. 
Structural assembly of the crew 
module began at Rockwell’s Downey 
facility in June, 1974. Dozens of space in­ 
dustry subcontractors from throughout 
the nation almost at the same time 
began work on major components of the 
vehicle. 
Final assembly and mating of the 
various parts began in August, 1975, as 
they were delivered to the Palmdale 
facility. 
Work already has begun on the second 
Orbiter, OV-102. which will begin final 
assembly in mid-1977. The second craft 
actually will be the first to go into space, 
since OV-101 will undergo extensive 
flight testing to validate the craft’s 
aerodynamic and mechanical systems, 
its avionics systems and its approach 
and landing characteristics during at­ 
mospheric flight. 
OV-102 will begin six oribtal test 
flights in the spring of 1979 with 
operational flights scheduled to begin in 
July. 1980. OV-101 
will be returned to 
Palmdale from Marshall Space Flight 
Center, Ala , in February, 1979. for 
modifications that will enable it to begin 


space missions. 
The Orbiter that rolled out today does 
not have all of the orbital flight systems 
installed, since they are not required for 
the approach and landing test program. 
The main propulsion engines and the 
orbital maneuvering engines that appear 
to be in place in the craft are dummies. 
Additionally, there are no reaction con­ 
trol engines-and the thermal protection 
system — consisting of ceramic-coated 
diatomaceous earth products probably 
mined from the Lompoc Valley — is 
simulated except in several areas where 
prototype 
reusable surface insulation 
tiles are bonded to the aluminum struc­ 
ture of OV-101. 
The approach and landing test 
program will be conducted with the Or­ 
biter being carried piggyback on a 
specially modified NASA 747 aircraft. 
First testing will be runway taxiing to 
determ ine stru ctu ra l loads and 
responses. Then will follow a number of 
captive flights with the orbiter being 
both manned and unmanned. 
On the manned flights there will be a 
crew of two aboard the Orbiter — a com­ 
mander and a pilot. The two com­ 
manders already chosen are Fred Haise 
and Joe Engle. Pilots are Gordon 
Fullerton and Richard Truly. 
When free flights begin, the separa­ 
tions from the 747 will be Orbiter- 
initiated and will 
take place at about 
23,000 feet. Four 
on-board computers 
will program the spacecraft’s systems 
operation and a fifth computer will 
monitor the accuracy of the system. 
After the approach and landing tests, 
to be conducted at Edwards Air Force 
Base, OV-101 will be transported to 
Marshall Space Flight Center piggyback 
on the 747 for further testing. 
Initial takeoffs and landings will be at 
the Kennedy Space Center in Florida. In 
the early 1980s. launches and returns will 
commence at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base 
Each Orbiter will be reused up to 100 
times. The craft, which will be the 
workhorse of the Space Shuttle System, 
will fly personnel and payloads into 
space and return for other assignments. 
The Orbiter, a delta-winged, airplane- 
like craft, is 122 feet long and 57 feet 
high. The wingspan is 78 feet. Its 15 by 60 
foot cargo bay has a capacity of 65,000 
pounds of payload. 
Its upper level provides seating 
arrangements for three crew members 
and, if required by the mission, a 
payload handling specialist. The lower 
level, which houses systems for controll- 
m£ and operating the Orbiter, provides 
seating and living accomifftKJaftons ror 
an additional three specialists or scien­ 
tists. 


OUT OF ITS concoon after more than a year of undergoing 
final assembly is the Space Shuttle Orbiter, unveiled today at 
Rockwell International Space Division in Palmdale.

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Cable television service 
highly criticized by crowd 


Consumer boycott of 
aerosol cans urged 


LOGAN, Utah (U P I) — The chairman 
of the President’s Council on En­ 
vironmental Quality today called for 
consum ers to boycott, and for 
manufacturers to stop production, of 
a e ro so l 
p ro d u cts 
co n ta in in g 
fluorocarbons. 
“ It is clear that benefits to the con­ 
sumer from using fluorocarbons for un­ 
derarm spray deodorants and hair- 
sprays do not outweigh the threat to 
world environment from the continued 
use of such propellants,” Dr Russell 
Peterson told the In tern atio n al 
Conference on the Stratosphere at Utah 
State University. 
“ I recommend that industry, which 
was alerted over 15 months ago to the 
likelihood of restrictions, start now 
voluntarily phasing out fluorocarbons 11 
and 12 in favor of environmentally ac­ 
ceptable substitutes.” 
He said a voluntary phase-out coupled 
with 
orderly 
federal 
regulatory 
procedures should “ minimize any dis­ 
location resulting from regulation ” 
A National Academy of Sciences com­ 
m ittee Monday reported that the 
evidence was clear that the fluorocarbon 
gases were rising into the stratosphere 
where they endanger the 15 to 30 mile 


high layer of ozone. But the panel recom­ 
mended that regulatory action be 
delayed up to two years to give scientists 
time to clear up some uncertainties 
about the situation. 
The committee also said fluorocarbon 
regulation would almost certainly be 
required eventually. 
Peterson said he agreed with the NAS 
report, but said he personally recom­ 
mends that consumers stop using spray 
cans using flourocarbons as propellants 
and that “ manufacturers voluntarily 
stop selling them.” 
The National Resources Defense Coun­ 
cil, an environmental group. Tuesday 
called for an immediate ban on aerosol 
products containing fluorocarbon gases. 
Not all spray cans use the gases as 
propellants and the Academy committee 
recommended that those that do say so 
on the container. 
Peterson recommended that federal 
regulatory agencies “ now start the 
development of proposed rules to 
restrict discharges of fluorocarbons 11 
and 12 to the atmosphere. In this way, we 
can better ascertain the environmental 
and economic tradeoffs and perhaps 
new, more desirable altern ative 
proposals can be developed " 
Bitter reaction 
women priests 
to 


M IN N E A P O L IS ( U P I) - The 
Episcopal Church’s decision to break 
with tradition and allow women into its 
sacramental priesthood triggered bitter 
reaction Thursday from opponents who 
said they would not abide by the action 
“ This action is null and void,” the 
Fellowship of Concerned Churchmen 
said in a statement. The fellowship is a 
coalition of 15 groups and publications 
which have been in the forefront of the 
opposition to women entering the pries­ 
thood. 
“ We will not acknowledge the power of 
any ecclesiastical authority to impose 
this illegitimate decision or its conse­ 
quences upon the faithful,” the state­ 
ment said 
The coalition said it will stay in the 
church “ at least temporarily,” but said 
it will boycott any worship services in 
which women priests take part. 
It also said it was planning a meeting 
of the dissidents to map a strategy for 
responding to what it called the church s 
“ illegitimate” action 
Deputies to the 3-million member 
denomination’s 65th General Conven- 


tion ended the long and bitter struggle 
over women’s ordination Thursday by 
narrowly voting to concur in a change in 
the church’s canon law, which had been 
approved by the church’s House of 
Bishops Wednesday, thus making women 
eligible to be priests and bishops. 


Still unresolved, however, is the status 
of 14 of the 15 women (one has since left 
the church), who have been irregularly 
ordained in defiance of the church in the 
two years since the House of Deputies 
refused to authorize ordinations in 1973 


"W e should be regularized by the 
bishops,” said the Rev. Jeannette Pic­ 
card, one of 11 women deacons irregular­ 
ly ordained in Philadelphia July 29, 1974 
in the service that shocked and then 
polarized the church 


But other of the ordained women, ap­ 
pearing at a news conference im­ 
m ed iately follow ing the narrow 
Deputies’ vote, said any initiative 
toward regularization of their status 
would have to come from the bishops and 
they would not accept reordination.

Scores of cable television subscribers 
out of a standing-room audience of about 
300 persons had their say last night about 
the service they are getting from 
TelePrompTer Cable tv — and it was 
almost all bad. 
At a public hearing conducted by the 
Lompoc City Council Cable Television 
Committee, chaired by Councilwoman 
Charlotte Benton, every person in the 
audience was given an opportunity to 
speak. Many did Others who turned in a 
slip with their name, address, telephone 
number and cable service complaint on 
it declined the opportunity to make in­ 
put. having had their point made or ques­ 
tion posed by another speaker. 
While there were plenty of questions 
last night, there were few answers, with 
executives of TelePrompTer stating that 
they would study comments made at the 
meeting and bring back the answers 
within a month 
Before the cable subscribers began 
parading to the microphones to tell what 
was bugging them about their cable ser­ 
vice. Perry Nash, district manager of 
TelePrompTer, explained that it had 
been felt that putting Home Box Office 
programming on Channel 2 would pre­ 
sent no problem, since all but a few 
hours of Channel 2 programs would be 
telecast ovei other channels that were 
sending out duplicate programs. 
“ Clearly this is not the case.” Nash 
said, adding that TelePrompTer would 
attempt to rectify within 30 
days the 
problems created by the loss of Channel 
2 
Speakers drawing the loudest applause 
were those who clearly represented a 
majority of those present, football fans 
and Dinah Shore fans whose programs 
aired by Channel 2 alone are not being 
transmitted at all 
Another frequently voiced complaint 
was that subscribers bought the cable 
service with the understanding that they 
would be getting 12 channels and that 
they were paying for service they were 
not now getting with the scrambling of 
Channel 2 to all except those who pay an 
additional $9.95 per month to receive the 
Home Box Office programming — first- 
run motion pictures, sporting events and 
other features not carried on regular tv 
channels.

Several speakers some with technical 
backgrounds, suggested that much of the 
reception difficulty being experienced by 
regular subscribers since the inception 
of HBO was caused by a change of im­ 
pedance on the other channels caused by 
the filters necessary to install HBO on 
Channel 2. 
An often-repeated suggestion was that 
HBO be shifted to a UHF channel so that 
regular Channel 2 programming could be 
resumed It also was stated that it could 
be done with even less difficulty simply 
by installing on each HBO subscriber’s 
set a scramble box that would permit 
HBO or a regular channel to be shown at 
the viewer’s discretion. 
It was stated that Santa M aria 
rejected HBO and that the Lompoc City 
Council also should have exercised a veto 
over the removal of Channel 2 from the 
regular subscribers' list of available sta­ 
tions 
Councilman Chuck Ward responded 
that in Santa Maria's cable tv charter, 
the ones who drew it up 13 years ago 
were lucky enough to have specified 
Channel 2 as one of the stations that had 
to be carried Lompoc’s franchise with 
TelePrompTer makes no such specifica­ 
tion 
“ You can’t blame our council of 13 
years ago. This is a circumstance that 
could not possibly have been foreseen,” 
he said. 
Ward did reiterate, in response to a 
question from the audience, that there 
was “ no w ay’’ T e le P ro m p T e r’s 
franchise would be renewed without 
returning Channel 2 to regular sub­ 
scribers 
“ The city council was elected by most 
of you folks out there,” Ward said, 
observing that he was certain no 
member of the council would consider 
voting contrary to the solidarity of view­ 
point expressed by the large crowd pre­ 
sent 
Several speakers told of their own ex­ 
periences with loss of color, erratic 


switching in mid-program, loss of signal, 
complete loss of picture, dimness on 
several channels, snow, lines on the 
screen and other reception problems. 
Chuck Trimble, owner of the original 
cable tv service in Lompoc Valley which 
merged with TelePrompTer, called HBO 
“ A dirty, cheap trick." 
In an emotional presentation, he ex­ 
pressed disappointment at the turn of 
events on cable television in the valley 
and charged: 
“ Putting HBO on Channel 2 was the 
cheapest way Jack Kent Cooke, the 
biggest stockholder in HBO, could make 
more dough " 
Several speakers protested HBO 
because some of the pictures and the 
language used were found to be objec­ 
tionable 
Thomas A Turnbull observed, “ Those 
filthy words should not be put on any 
television channel Give the people their 
filth if they want it but let them pay for 
it. Give me back my Channel 2.” 
Rev. Richard Lewis called HBO a 
“ questionable form of entertainment” 
and said he found the one movie he 
watched was “ degenerative to family 
life." 
He asked, “ Is this what we want our 
children to see?” and observed that a 
lock box is not the answer, since it mere­ 
ly arouses a child’s curiosity. “ If they 
don’t see it in their own home,” he said, 
"they’ll see it down the block.” 
The only thing said during the evening 
that approached a favorable comment 
was made by William Czerwinski of Ski’s 
Selectronics He said the service is “ not 
great” but it has improved and is 
“ satisfactory” and worth the cost 
Ed Rodgers presented a formal 
request to the City Council through the 
committee for a full investigation of 
quality degredation, for an audit to check 
on profits from the cable franchise leav­ 
ing the city and for the city to put the 
new franchise out for bid. 
The existing 15-year franchise runs un­ 


til Sept 6, 1978. according to City At­ 
torney Alan Davidson 
The question arose as to whether some 
kind of rebate or withholding of partial 
payment or payment of the bill under 
protest to the Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion wouldn't be possible. 
Davidson’s comment on the latter was 
that it did not apply in this case as it does 
with protested gas and similar utility 
bills because cable tv is not regulated by 
the PUC. Nor would a new city ordinance 
permitting such protest payments be 
possible under the existing franchise, he 
said 
The most drastic suggestion was that 
the council “ term inate the cable 
franchise forthwith.” To this, Coun­ 
cilman Ward replied, “ If you think we’ve 
got a crowd here tonight, can you im­ 
agine what would happen if we cut off the 
cable without trying to work this thing 
out7 
“ We re going to fix it,” Ward said 
“ Trust us.” 


UAW, Ford continue 
'explorations' 


DETROIT (U P II - Top United Auto 
Workers and Ford Motor Co. bargainers 
continued a series of “ exploratory con­ 
tacts” today in advance of resuming full- 
scale negotiations to settle a nationwide 
strike now in its third day. 
The first contact between the union 
and company since 170,000 workers left 
their jobs at midnight Tuesday came 
Thursday. 
It centered on the one issue both sides 
said caused the largest industrial strike 
in six years—the UAW’s demand for 
shorter work time with no reduction in 
Pay 
UAW President Leonard Woodcock 
and Vice President Ken Bannon arrived 
back at Ford world headquarters in sub­ 
urban Dearborn before 9 a m. today to 
resume discussions 


Trial asked for new city 
rubbish collection system 


Lompoc City Council will 
receive a recommendation 
Tuesday night from the city 
staff that a new rubbish collec­ 
tion system be given a four- 
month trial in one of the 
residential districts. 
Bob Livingston, assistant to 
the city administrator, and 
Barry Gustafson, director of 
public works, outlined the 
proposal to new s m edia 
rep resen tatives 
Thursday 
afternoon, showing a film on 
how the system works in 
Phoenix, Ariz. 
Livingston said the system — 
calling for the placement of 300- 
gallon plastic rubbish con­ 
tainers in alleys to be shared by 
four households — has the 
potential of reducing rubbish 
collection costs by more than 
$45,000 a year. 
It also would improve the 
quality of service and would be 
safer for the refuse collection 
personnel, Livingston said. 
Known by the trade name of 
Rapid Rail, the system is a one- 
man 
automated collection 
operation. The operator drives 
the collection truck down the 
alley, then manipulates the con­ 
trols that send out mechanical 
arms to grasp the container 
and dump it into the truck, 
thereafter returning the con­ 
tainer to its position. 
Each container has a hinged 
lid that provides odor and fly 
control while it is on the ground 
in the alley but which opens 
readily during the dumping 
operation. 
In areas where there are no 
alleys, each individual home is 
provided a 90-gallon container 
on wheels which is placed in 
front of the house on collection 
days. 
Livingston said that twice-a- 
week pickup would continue un­ 
der the program. The area most 
likely to be chosen for the trial 
program is the southeast sec­ 
tion of the city which now has 
collections on Wednesdays and 
Saturdays, he added. The area 
is that east of A Street and 
south of College Avenue. 
Livingston said that with the 
present collection system, in­ 
volving dumping of individual 
rubbish containers into rear- 
loading pickup vehicles, it

requires three persons — a 
driver and two pickup men. 
The city figures to reduce its 
rubbish collection personnel 
from 13.5 to 8 if the system is 
put into full effect. None of the 
employes would lose his job, 
however, Livingston pointed 
out, noting that they would be 
assigned to other work 
The city currently has money 
in the budget for two replace­ 
ment rùbbish vehicles and has 
one truck that can be adapted to 
the new system for the trial 
period. 
It will cost approximately 
$13,000 to conduct the pilot 
project, Livingston said, should 
the city decide to “ walk away 
from it” after the trial period is 
over. 


If it is decided to continue the 
new system, the trial cost will 
be reduced to $2.000 since the 
equipment will be integrated 
into the city’s system. 
Linvingston said the advan­ 
tages of the new system include 
few er in ju rie s from back 
strains, cuts, dog bites and 
similar hazards 
In addition 
the problem of alley litter is 
reduced by the use of the larger 
containers which have secure 
lids making entry by dogs and 
cats almost impossible. The 
containers are virtually tip 
proof by animals, he added. 
“ The refuse departm ent 
currently is manned by one less 
person than it was when the 
residential count in the city was 
6,257 homes and apartm ents,”

Livingston said. “Since that 
time, 
additional 
residences 
have been added and now total 
7,948. an increase of more than 
25 per cent. Beacuse of this in­ 
crease, we are fast approaching 
the need for an additional crew 
in order to complete the twice a 
week 
co llectio n 
req u ired 
throughout the city ” 
Use of the new system 
throughout the city would 
reduce the need for putting on 
the extra crew, which would 
cost between $25.000 and $30,000 
a year, and also would give the 
potential of allowing the whole 
city to be covered in just two 
days. This would permit twice- 
a-week pickup in only four days, 
restoring the full service year 
around instead of reducing it to 
once a week in all areas when 
there is a holiday. 
Cost of converting the whole 
city to the new operation is es­ 
tim ated at a p p ro x im ately 
$250.000, Livingston said. The 
300-gallon containes cost about

County Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher, contesting state­ 
ments by Board of Supervisors 
Chairman Frank J. Frost as­ 
serting that limited-growth 
policies are a boon to taxpayers 
stated Thursday that lack of 
growth instead is having 
destructive effects on property 
tax assessments, employment 
and the tax base in the Santa 
Barbara and adjoining coastal 
areas. 
Large increases in assessed 
valuation which could result 
from more growth — especially 
industrial and business growth 
— could lower tax rates and tax 
bills, the Santa Maria super­ 
visor claimed. 
The opposite views of the 
North and South County super­ 
visors on the subject of taxes 
and growth are interesting in 
that both are Democrats and 
both express philosophies of 
compassion toward the less for­ 
tunate. 
But Fletcher said he felt 
Frost’s argument that lower 
tax rates — following in the 
wake of building slowdown — 
were beneficial, was “only a 
part of the story,” and instead 
of being helpful to those having 
little, actually made things 
harder for the less affluent by 
bringing about new housing dif­ 
ficulties and higher rents for 
them. 
Frost, who had won election 
to the board four years ago on a 
no-growth platform, had called 
attention to declining tax rates 
in the Santa Barbara area 
school districts due to fewer 
pupils and reduced school and 
county service needs. 
He had said that growth areas 
such as Carpinteria brought 
about large increases in school 
tax rates, as compared with 
other South Coast areas with 
water moratoriums. 
“But lower rates are not so 
important in some cases as the 
fact that property assessments 
are going up 100 per cent or 
m ore,” alleged F letcher, 
former Santa Maria busines­ 
sman. 
“Those really hurt by this are 
the elderly on fixed incomes, 
the young married couples, and 
the minority persons,” he 
claimed. He said he felt young 
married persons could no 
longer afford tract homes in 
Goleta Valley because prices 
have ballooned from $15,000 to 
$70,000.” 
A period of arrested growth, 
said the North County super­ 
visor, has been accompanied by 
a sharp rise in valuations due 
to scarcity of accommodations 
Fletcher also rapped board 
members with limited growth 


philosophies — he mentioned 
Frost and Supervisor James M. 
Slater — as having opposed tax 
revenue producing projects as 
the Exxon Corp. onshore 
project which Fletcher said 
was estimated to generate 
almost $1 million a year in tax 
revenues. (The project has 
been stalled now because Exx­ 
on has opposed State Coastal 
C om m ission perm it con ­ 
ditions. ) 
Fletcher maintained that 
even if some tax rates decline 
in South Coast areas, the “same 
house in Santa Barbara and en­ 
virons pays more taxes today 
than the same house in Santa 
Maria, Lompoc and no doubt 
Santa Ynez Valley, too.’’ 
The no-growth philosophy, 
said Fletcher, while lessening 
some forms of congestion, 
leads to “unemployment pollu­ 
tion, the w orst form of 
pollution." 
A strong tax base that is built 
on industry and business as 
well, he maintained, could be a 
force to insure a community 
having "cultural things” as 
well. 
The South Coast’s insistence 
on the values of tourism, 


Fletcher feels, might be over­ 
done, too. 
Solid industry, he declared, 
could pay higher wages than 
lower pay for those hired to 
serve tourists. 
Frost and Fletcher also don’t 
see eye to eye concerning youth 
and the future of young persons 
in a nongrowth-oriented com­ 
munity. 
Frost said that “where our 
young people live and work will 
be determined by the operation 
of the market place ... those 
who have some talent required 
by the local job market and are 
willing to settle for what hous­ 
ing is available will be able to 
stay. Those who don’t will have 
to seek employment elsewhere 
until something opens up here 
(Santa Barbara).” 
Frost declared he felt “you 
have to pay some dues to live” 
in such a fine community as 
Santa Barbara area, and by ap­ 
preciating it “have a greater 
com m itm ent to their com­ 
munity.” 
Fletcher takes the view no­ 
growth leads to an exodus of 
youth whether talented or not. 
with menial workers staying 
on.

SAN JO SE. Calif. (U P I) - A 
former sheriff’s deputy and 
local GOP leader who admitted 
to numerous burglaries of left- 
wing organizations during the 
1960s, was given a suspended 
sentence Thursday. 
Jerome Ducote, who faced a 
maximum of 70 years in prison 
on seven felony counts, walked 
out of Superior Court to his 
freedom after receiving a $3,000 
fine, five years’ probation and a 
suspended one-year ja il 
sentence. 
“ He got nothing,” said the 
prosecutor, Deputy District At­ 
torney Ken Robison, who called 
the sentence “ a mere slap on 
the wrist.” 
In a 96-page confession, 
Ducote, 47, last year admitted 
burglarizing the Delano office 
of the United Farm Workers, 
the office of “ Ram parts” 
magazine, both the Carmel 
hqme and Chicago office of the 
late Saul Alinsky, the San Fan- 
cisco Amerikan-Russian In­ 
stitute and the San Francisco 
offices of the Communist new­ 
spaper People’s World 
Ducote also told state inves­ 
tigators thai during the 1960s he 
stole documents from the San 
Jose law office of radical at­ 
torney John Thorns, the San 
Jose headquarters of former 
Assemblyman William Stanton, 
the San Jose office of Catholic 
Social Justice and several anti- 
Vietnam war groups in the San 
Francisco Bay Area. 
UFW leader Cesar Chavez 
testified during the trial that 
Ducote’s burglaries, apparently 
financed by three growers bat­ 
tling his union, set back the

Senate has approved a proposal 
that would give taxpayers a 
break of up to $250 a year by

The White House said Ford 
and his advisers were studying 
the bill, but had made no deci­ 
sion about it. 
In its first full year, 1977, the 
b ill’s 
“ loophole closing” 
amendments increase taxes on 
certain groups by $3 billion, 
mainly at the expense of the 
wealthy who have been using 
tax-free preference income to 
avoid tax. An increase in the 
minimum tax alone raises $1 
billion of that amount. 
In addition, curbs are placed 
on tax shelters in real estate, 
farming and other industries. 
The bill then gives away $1.4 
billion through new or expand­ 
ed tax breaks for individuals 
and industry, much of that go­ 
ing for expanded child-care tax 
breaks for working parents 
($384 million) and an expanded 
retirement income credit ($391 
million). 
This means that the bill 
raises a net $1.6 billion in 
“ reform” its first year, al­ 
though this drops off to about $1 
billion a year through 1981 as 
reductions in the estate and gift 
tax begin to take effect. 
The bill, which dragged 
through three years of com­ 
plicated drafting and high- 
pressure lobbying, was passed 
rapidly Thursday after being 
put into its final compromise 
form Passage was 383 to 26 in 
the House, followed quickly by 
an 84 to 2 vote in the Senate. 
Hundreds of changes are 
made. Tax lawyers, account­ 
ants and the everyday taxpayer 
will be “ discovering” them and 
devising ways to use them or to 
get around them for years.

LUSAKA. Zambia (U P I) - 
The African peace mission of 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer enters a critical stage to­ 
day with his departure for 
South Africa amid warnings by 
black leaders that the subconti­ 
nent faces a “ fight to the last 
man.” 
Kissinger, who met with 
Zambian President Kenneth 
Kaunda Thursday, scheduled 
two days of talks with South 
African Prim e Minister John 
Vorster in Pretoria. 
“ I pray very hard that you 
should succeed,” Kaunda told 
Kissinger in a highly emotional 
meeting Thursday. “ Because if 
you don’t. I can only use Mr. 
Vorster’s own words: “The 
alternative will be too ghastly 
to contemplate.’” 
Wiping his eyes with a 
handkerchief, Kaunda said he 
could assure Kissinger that 
“ we want peace." 
“ But we want peace for every 
human being in this part of the 
world. We want peace with 
honor. We want peace with 
justice and freedom and in­ 
dependence Less than that is 
not peace at all. 
“ In the next few days, we will 
be able to know whether your 
mission will succeed or not... if 
the mission fails, we will fight 
Yes. we will fight until the last 
man. if necessary ” 
The focus of Kissinger’s trip 
is the peaceful transition of 
power from the white minori­ 
ties to the black majorities in 
South-West Africa (Namibia), 
which is administered by South 
Africa, and in Rhodesia 


“ You have described correct­ 
ly what the fundamental issues 
are.” Kissinger told Kaunda. a 
key leader among the five black 
“ frontline” states of Tanzania, 
Bo tsw an a.

Lockheed charged 
with misuse of pact 


Supreme court rules to halt 
reverse discrimination at UC 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A 
landmark ruling of the state 
Supreme Court would prevent 
the University of California 
from practicing “ reverse dis­ 
crimination” by giving prefer­ 
ence to minority students. 


The high court said Thursday 
in a 6-1 decision that it is just as 
unconstitutional to violate the 
rights of nonminorities as it is 
to d is c r im in a te a g a in s t 
minorities. 


The ruling applies to all 
public schools in California 
where enrollment is limited — 
affecting 
special 
admissions 
programs at about 60 profes­ 
sional schools in the nine- 
campus system. 


The ruling came in the case of 
Allan Bakke, a white student 
who was refused admission to 
the University of California’s 
medical school at Davis two 
years in a row 
Bakke sued the university for 
racial discrimination and ac­ 
cused the medical school of 
maintaining “ preferential ad­ 
mission” standards for minori­ 
ty applicants. 
Out of the 100 spots available 
for medical students on the 
Davis cam pus, 16 were re­ 
serv ed for d isad v an tag ed 
minorities under the special ad­ 
missions program. 
“ We do not hesitate to reject 
the notion that racial discrimi­ 
nation may be m ore easily 
justified against one race than 
another,” wrote Justice Stanley 
Mosk in the 48-page decision. 
Donald Reidhaar, the univer­ 
sity’s general counsel, said he 
might appeal the case to the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 


Chavez hails 
Proposition 14 


EAST LOS ANGELES (UPI) 
— Cesar Chavez says passage 
of Proposition 14 is necessary to 
preserve the right of workers to 
engage in union activ ities 
without fear of retaliation. 
Chavez charged Thursday 
that many farm laborers who 
supported his United Farm ­ 
workers Union in recent union 
elections have suffered retalia­ 
tions by their employers 
Passage of the initiative 
would guarantee the right of a 
worker to vote for the union he 
wants, Chavez said, “ without 
the fear of having the boss find 
out who he voted for, or being 
fired because he cam e and 
voted.”

Strong suspicions of 
sabotage in blast 


LONE PINE, Calif. (UPI) - 
Authorities analyzing the first 
evidence from the scene of an 
explosion that threatened to 
disrupt water service to Los 
Angeies along the state’s oldest 
aqueduct had growing suspi­ 
cions today that the blast was 
an act of sabotage. 
Inyo County Sheriff Floyd 0. 
Barton issued a brief statement 
Thursday saying the “ incident 
was under investigation by 
county, s ta te and fed eral 
agenices. There are no suspects 
at this time. Physical evidence 
has been obtained and is being 
analyzed.” 
Paul H Lane, chief engineer 
of waterworks for the Los 
Angeles Department of Water 
and Power, also disclosed that 
there had been a theft of two 
cases of dynam ite from a 
storage shed near here just 
prior to Wednesday’s predawn 
blast. Lane said a possible link 
was being investigated. 
The explosion just above U.S. 
395 cracked open a spillgate and 
damaged a gatehouse known 
as the “ Alabama G ates.” un­ 
leashing 100 million gallons of 
water into a flood control plain 
of the Owens Valley some 200 
miles north of Los Angeles. 
Water officials quickly shut 
down the aqueduct that supplies 
Los Angeles with 80 per cent of 
its water. The city had been 
p ro te c te d , how ever, by a 
backup system of three storage 
reservoirs downstream which 
contained enough water to sup­ 
ply Los A ngeles for two 
months. 


W ater engineers hoped to 
plug up the damaged spillgate 
by Saturday, using wooden 
girders, plywood and sandbags 
for temporary repairs. Duane 


Georgeson, engineer in charge 
of the 63-year-old, 340-mile 
aqueduct, said the system 
should be reopened by the 
weekend and that permanent 
repairs would be made during a 
scheduled three-week shutdown 
during October. 


Police in Los Angeles dis­ 
closed late Thursday that a 
D epartm ent of W ater and 
Power employe reported find­ 
ing a stick of dynamite while 
cleaning the William Mullhol- 
land Memorial Fountain at the 
DWP’s water operating divi­ 
sion. The dynamite and two 
blasting caps had been tied to 
an arrow, which reportedly had 
been shot at the fountain but 
missed.

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Authorities probe shark death 
of youth, 16; another missing 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (U PI)-A uthorities said a marine 
biologist would examine the body of 16-year-old Michael 
Harold Karras Jr. today to try to determine the size and type 
of shark that mauled the youth and left him bleeding to death 
in the surf. 
Michael was last seen Sunday afternoon heading down the 
beach with his brother, Ricky Alan Karras, 15. They went 
swimming near the Jacksonville Beach Fishing Pier, where 
members of the Jacksonville Shark Club regularly catch 
m aneaters during the late-night hours 
The boys were presumed drowned until Michael’s body 
was spotted bobbing in the surf five miles to the south 
Wednesday afternoon He had two large shark bites on his 
body and the Duval County medical examiner said late 
Thursday he died from loss of blood as a result of the bites. 
“ Ha probably lived for a few minutes in the water after the 
attack,” said Dr. Peter Lipkovic. 
Lipkovic said he was sure the boy wasn’t already dead 
when the shark hit. “ He lost most of his blood before he died, 
which could only have occurred had his heart been pumping 
when he was attacked.” 
No trace of the other youth has been found. 
The tragedy happened while Mr. and Mrs. Michael Karras, 
of Knoxville, Tenn., were vacationing with their family at 
Jacksonville Beach. 
There was a sprinkling of beach-goers that day, but few 
people ventured into the water. Apparently no one saw the 
youths, who dropped from sight between 3 and 6 p m. 
Dave Hovis, 31, a shark fisherman, remembered seeing 
schools of mullet “ rolling in toward the shore in five-foot- 
high waves. When the mullet start coming in, you know the 
shark’s going to follow right behind, chowing down,’’ he said. 
Dr. Lipkovic said the boy’s body had a 10-by-7-inch bite on 
the shoulder “where you could see little ziz-zags spaced 
about three-eighths of an inch apart.’’ The other, a 10-by-8- 
inch thigh wound, was clean and looked “ like someone took a 
bite out of an apple.” 
University of Miami shark researcher Dr. Samuel H. 
Gruber said the shark could have been a relatively small bull 
or tiger, or a large hammerhead. 
“ A six-foot tiger could have easily made a clean 10-inch 
bite like that,” Gruber said. “ But it would have taken a 13- 
foot or so hammerhead to take out such a chunk.” 


Federal judge sets date 
for sentencing Patty Hearst 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
federal judge has set Sept. 24 
for sentencing Patricia Hearst 
on charges of being a member 
of a Symbionese Liberation 
Army team which robbed a 
bank in 1974. 
U.S. District Judge William 
Orrick Thursday also said he 
would hear defense pleas for 
leniency and an expected mo­ 
tion for a new trial just before 
pronouncing sentence. 
Miss Hearst, 22, daughter of 
San Francisco Examiner Presi­ 
dent Randolph A. Hearst, was 
convicted March 20 by a jury of 
seven women and five men of 
taking part along with four SLA 
members in the robbery of a 
Hibernia Bank branch on April 
15, 1974. 
She was sentenced by trial 
Judge Oliver J. Carter to the 
maximum term of 35 years in 
prison on two counts, armed 
bank robbery and use of a 
firearm in commission of a 
felony. However, he sent Miss 
Hearst to the Federal Met­ 
ropolitan Correctional Center 
in San Diego for a psychiatric 
evaluation. 
Carter said he would reduce 
the sentence upon completion of 
the examination, but he died 
June 14 and Orrick was named 
to take over the case. 
Carter had said he was op­ 
posed to straight probation for 
Miss Hearst, and U. S. Attorney 


James L Browning Jr. said he 
would not be surprised if Miss 
Hearst received a term of about 
six years in prison under the 
Youthful Offenders Act. 
Miss Hearst’s chief defense 
attorney, F. Lee Bailey, said in 
June that new evidence has 
turned up in the case and he will 
ask for a new trial on the basis 
of it. 
Miss Hearst will be tried in 
Los Angeles on Jan. 10 on 
charges of robbery, kidnaping 
and assault for a shooting inci­ 


dent at a sporting goods store in 
Inelgewood a month after the 
robbery. 
SLA members William and 
Emily Harris were convicted 
on several charges in the Ingle­ 
wood case. 
Miss Hearst also was expect­ 
ed to testify at the trial of the 
Harrises on charges of kidnap­ 
ing her from her Berkeley, 
Calif., apartment Feb. 4, 1974. 
A grand jury is scheduled to 
hear secret testimony in that 
case Sept. 27. 


Hughes' autopsy report shows 
nothing surprising, inconsistent 


HOUSTON (UPI) - A report 
on the ai\topsy of Howard 
Hughes shows nothing surpris­ 
ing and is consistent with 
earlier rep o rts he died of 
kidney failure, the Houston 
Post reported in its Friday edi­ 
tions. 
The report, which has never 
been released publicly, shows 
many of the autopsy’s findings 
are norm al for a man of 
Hughes’ age, according to a 
pathologist. 
A pathologist reported. “ He 
had hardening of the arteries 
and the hard en in g of the 
arteries decreased the blood 
supply to the kidneys.” 
Hughes, 70, died April 5 on an 
emergency medical flight from 


Acapulco to Houston. 
A private autopsy was con­ 
ducted the next day and 
Probate Judge Pat Gregory 
recently overruled objections 
from relatives and released the 
report to attorneys connected 
with the estimated $2.5 billion 
estate. 
Hughes’ kidneys weighed 200 
grams at the time of his death 
and his prostate was enlarged 
by approximately three times 
its normal size. 
Brain sections taken during 
the autopsy showed “no abnor­ 
malities of the cortex, thala­ 
m us, cerebellum , pons or 
medulla.” 
“ For a man of his age it looks 
good.” said the pathologist.

Crop 
reserve 
plan told 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
Democratic candidate Jimmy 
Carter’s appeal for farm votes 
now specifically includes a 
promise to try to build up a crop 
reserve stockpile as part of a 
“ balanced” 
farm program, 
campaign aides say. 
Carter’s reserve proposal 
was included in an agricultural 
policy paper made available 
this week by the Georgian’s 
campaign 
organization. 
It 
sketched the reserve program 
in outline, but left the specific 
details to be filled in later. 
The overall farm statement, 
which aides described as the 
definitive Carter position paper 
on agriculture, did not indicate 
specifically how big a reserve 
stockpile should be 
It said, however, that the 
Carter plan would give farmers 
“ the tools to store adequate 
supplies of food and fiber to 
meet minimum foreseeable 
needs of the marketplace — as­ 
suring that we can maintain our 
reliability as an exporter and 
meet the needs of domestic 
users of our farm products.” 
The statement indicated, but 
did not specifically say. that at 
least a sm all part of the 
proposed reserve might be held 
under government ownership. 
Most of it. however, would be 
held in farmer hands. 
“ Stocks will be held largely in 
the hands of farmers, with rules 
for building up. maintaining, 
and releasing stocks well 
known in advance and fair to 
both producers and con­ 
sumers.” the Carter paper said 
Earlier. Carter advisers had 
said such a program might be 
operated by allowing farmers 
to get government price sup­ 
port loans on surplus crops 
which would then go into 
farmer-controlled storage for 
periods of several years The 
support loans would be made at 
rates well above present levels, 
the advisers said 
One participant in studies 
which preceded the drafting of 
the Carter paper said the plan 
probably would include provi­ 
sions allowing the government 
to “ caH" the support loans — 
thus pressuring farmers to 
move stored grain back onto the 
market — only if market prices 
reached and maintained levels 
substantially above support 
rates 
These “ release” prices — 
rates which would trigger a 
flow of commodities out of 
reserve storage — would be an­ 
nounced well in advance so that 
both farmers and consumers 
would be fam iliar with the 
market ground rules long 
before any action was taken.

O S S veterans meet to talk over old spy times 


RESTON, Va. (U P I) - They 
sat around a green baize table 
— a sprightly woman in a blue 
dress, a ruddy-faced man of 76, 
and a colleague who limps when 
he walks. 
The stories they could tell 
would fill a book, and one has 
actually produced one. 
All are veterans of the Office 
of Strategic Services, the World 
War II parent of the CIA, and 
they were three of the 200 
former “ spooks.” who came to 
a suburban inn for the second 
convention of the Association of 
Retired Intelligence Agents. 


They heard speeches Thurs­ 
day from CIA Director George 
Bush and form er Director 
William Colby, and they held 
seminars and committee meet­ 
ings on such subjects as lectur­ 
ing, writing books, and debating 
how to dispel the murky image 
which presently surrounds their 
profession. 
But mostly they “ came out of 
the cold” to join together, to 
profess pride in their work, and 
to talk over old times — the 
shared experiences as cloak 
and dagger agents, analysts, 
scientists, espionage and coun­ 


ter espionage experts, and 
other functionaries in the gray 
world of the international spy. 
“ I was a young librarian in 
Boston when I was recruited in 
1942,” said Mary Rizzotto, sit­ 
ting at the green baize table of a 
conference room. She went to 
Washington as secretary to the 
OSS chief of procurement — 
“ explosives and bombs and that 
sort of thing.” 
“ And I could never get a pair 
of underwear out there,” in­ 
terrupted retired Army colonel 
Carl Eilfer. 
“ Out there” was the jungles 


of Burma, where Eilfer headed 
the first American unit to be 
parachuted behind enemy lines. 
He collaborated on a book of 
his experiences with his former 
OSS Sgt. Tom Moon. It ’s called 
“ The D eadliest C olonel.” 
Eilfer was the colonel. 
The third member of the 
party at the table was Derek A. 
Lees, now of Englewood, N .J., 
who commanded a Royal 
British Navy destroyer when he 
was recruited for the OSS 
because, as he says. “ I had a 
third degree black belt in 
judo.” 


Now 64, he walks with a limp. 
His leg was badly damaged 
because of disease and malnu­ 
trition suffered in the Burma 
jungles. 


Eilfer claims he is perhaps 
the “only OSS veteran with a 
Bachelor of Divinity degree, 
who was never ordained.” 


Lees interrupted with mock 
disbelief: “After all those dirty 
tricks?” 


“God scrambled my brains 
and then unscrambled them 
again,” Eilfer said.

LOS AN G ELES (UP I) - 
George Richardson Jr., the 
mysterious “ Mr. Green” in the 
scheme to cash $3.5 million in 
stolen City Treasury checks, 
has been arrested in Alabama 
and will be returned to Califor­ 
nia for trial. 
Mobile police responding to 
an anonymous tip arrested 
Richardson on a street comer 
last Monday, officers reported 
Thursday. 
He reportedly waived his 
right to fight extradition to 
California for prosecution on 
charges of attempted grand 
theft and forgery, but refused to 
answer any questions about the 
case. 
Detectives Russ Meltzer and 
Paul MacRobbie traveled to 
Mobile to return Richardson for 


trial and questioning about the 
theft of 18 blank checks in 1974. 
Four defendants have already 
been tried and sentenced in the 
case, but authorities hope 
Richardson, 42, can be persuad­ 
ed to name the still unidentified 
“ inside man” who actually 
stole the checks from City Hall 


Only one of the checks was 
cashed, for $902,125.13, and 
eight others were recovered un­ 
cashed. The other nine are still 
missing. 


Morton Freem an, 48, a 
businessman from suburban 
Palos Verdes and one of the 
first two suspects arrested in 
the case, told police a “ Mr.

Nation's weather

Locally heavy rains soaked 
the East Thursday night and 
scattered rains pelted the 
Lower Great Lakes area and 
the Middle Atlantic Coast.

selling my house.” Streelman 
said, describing the reactions of 
some of his suburban Kentwood 
neighbors. 
Streelman has filed a com­ 
plaint with the Michigan Civil 
Rights Commission, charging 
four neighbors tried to coerce 
him to remove the listing with 
the Scott Realty Company, a 
black owned firm, to prevent 
blacks from moving into the all- 
white neighborhood 
Streelman, a retired fur­ 
niture factory worker, said he 
decided to sell the house two 
weeks ago “ because it was 
becoming too much to handle.” 
“ I ’m all alone now and it’s 
too much work,” he said “ We 
used to have an acre of ground, 
but we sold it and bought this 
house three years ago after my 
wife fell and broke her hip. and 
I had to take care of her. 
“ It was brand new then,’’ he 
said. “ Now that I’m alone, it’s 
too much for me and I want to 
get out from under it.” . 
Streelm an said once he 
decided to sell, he picked a 
realtor out of the telephone 
book and asked for an agent to 
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come and list the house. The 
agent who came out was black. 
“ I have no prejudice with.any 
colored,” Streelman said. 
“ They've got to make a living 
just like anyone else. And it 
doesn’t matter who sells it, 
because once it’s listed with the 
Grand Rapids Real Estate 
Board, any company can sell it, 
white or black " 
In his complaint, Streelman 
claim s that four of his 
neighbors came to him on dif­ 
ferent occasions and made 
harsh remarks indicating their 
disapproval of him listing his 
house with a black realtor. 
“ Remarks allegedly were 
made such as. The property 
values of our neighborhood will 
go down.' ‘We don’t want our 
children going to school with 
niggers.' We ought to run you 
out of the neighborhood,’ and 
statements to that effect,” said 
Thomas Appel, a spokesman for 
the Civil Rights Commission 
If the charges are true, Appel 
said, it could be a civil code 
violation of Section 204B of the 
Michigan Fair Housing Act 
which says 
“ It is an unfair 
housing practice to coerce a 
person to engage in an unfair 
housing practice ” 
Only two of the neighbors 
could be reached for comment. 
Both denied having made coer­ 
cive remarks 
“ I ’m sick about it.'’ Zikes, 
one of thé four listed in the 
complaint, said “ The way I 
feel now. I'd welcome the 
colored people rather than have 
him live there. I didn’t do a 
thing and now all of a sudden 
I’m a white militant.” 


Appel said following an in­ 
vestigation. recommendations 
will be made on whether to take 
civil administrative action 
against the four aimed at 
reaching a settlement.

The Lawrence manuscript is 
one of 15,000 rare items up for 
sale at the Antiquarian Book 
Fair, which opened Thursday at 
a San Francisco hotel. 
Thousands of collectors, li­ 
brarians. dealers and curious 
browsers are expected to at­ 
tend the fair, where everything 
from 5.000-year-old Babylonian 
clay tablets to a $200,000 
Rembrandt etching are on dis­ 
play. 
“ These rarities are getting 
rarer and rarer,” said Brown, 
owner of New York’s presti­ 
gious Gotham Book Mart. He 
said prices are soaring so high 
only universities and other in­ 
stitutions can afford them.

Dying man 


ignored by 


pedestrians 
OKLAHOMA CITY (UPI) 
- For 20 minutes Clinton 
Collins, 77, lay dying on a 
downtown 
sidewalk. 
Pedestrians stepped across 
his body ignoring the pleas 
of a handful of persons who 
stopped to help. 
Motorists hurrying home 
during rush hour honked 
their horns impatiently at 
other drivers who started to 
stop. An ambulance with 
another patient happened by 
and took Collins to the 
hospital, but he was dead on 
arrival. 
A hospital spokesman said 
he died of natural causes. 
A psychologist said Thurs­ 
day Collins was the victim of 
society’s “ full-gallop pace” 
and a city’s depersonaliza­ 
tion. 
“ Our society is set up for a 
kind of full-gallop pace, and 
since they are in a hurry to 
get places they just see the 
man, think somebody else 
will help him, or maybe they 
think he is drunk, and go 
about their business,” said 
Dr. Vernon Sisney. 
“ People are just not let­ 
ting themselves get involved 
with other people. It seems 
like the closer we live, the 
less 
actual 
contact 
emotionally or involvement 
we have. It is unfortunate 
but that is what happens.” 
Sisney said the timing of 
Wednesday’s incident also 
worked against Collins. 
“ Had it not been at this 
particular rush hour, on the 
way home, and on the way to 
work, then it would not have 
been as likely to happen,” he 
said. 
He said some people, who 
passed by the dying man, 
may “ do something dif­ 
ferent” if they are con 
fronted with a similar situa­ 
tion in the future. 
“ Even reading about it 
will cause some people to 
have an influx of feeling that 
perhaps they will help the 
next time, which is not to 
say they wouldn’t have 
anyway,” he said. “ Maybe 
we should identify with these 
things a bit more closely. I 
could be lying there. Would 
you help me?” 
Asked 
whether 
depersonalization 
must 
necessarily be a part of ur­ 
banization, Sisney said, “ No. 
I think each individual needs 
to review his own standards 
or his own feelings and to 
see if we couldn’t return a 
little bit more to being my 
brother’s keeper instead of 
my keeper’s brother.” 


Access rule called no-win issue 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
lapse of one year has done little 
to assuage bitterness over the 
farm labor “ access rule” and 
the new chairman of the 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board acknowledges that it is a 
no-win issue for his agency. 
“ If we keep it, you make 
some people unhappy. If we do 
away with it, you make some 
happy and others unhappy. And, 
if we modify it, we make 
everybody 
unhappy,” 
Chairman Gerald A. Brown 
conceded. 
What prompted his comment 
was another verbal clash 
between growers and Cesar 
Chavez’ United Farm Workers 
of America at a board hearing 
Thursday on proposed new 
regulations to continue the ac­ 
cess rule permanently. The rule 
permits union recruiters access 
to private farms before and 
after work and during lunch 
without permission of the 
owners. 
The hearing, part of a week- 
long series, seemed strikingly 
reminiscent of a hearing on 
Aug. 29, 1975, when the earlier 
board first adopted the con­ 
troversial rule. The passage of 
a year only appeared to rein- 


force the arguments of growers 
that they cannot live under the 
regulation and the arguments of 
the UFW that it cannot live 
without it. 
Sunney Mojonnier, an En­ 
cinitas commercial flower 
grower and the mother of 
seven, told the board, “ The ac­ 
cess rule is definitely against 
everything this country stands 
for. 
“ My kids play over there 
next to the workers. Do you 
want people on your property, 
people who don’t belong there, 
people who can cause trouble? I 
don’t.” 
But Sandy Nathan, a UFW at­ 
torney, argued the access rule 
was crucial to the success of 
the 1975 Agricultural Labor 
Relations Act, which guaran­ 
teed workers the right to 
secret-ballot union representa­ 
tion elections under state super­ 
vision. 
“ The heart of this act is our 
right to get on the farm and talk 
to workers ... the issue is the 
workers’ right to vote. If we 
don’t get on the property, we 
can’t get them the information. 
And, if they don’t get the infor­ 
mation, they don’t vote.” 
The access rule currently is 
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under appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court. The 
board was not expected to make 
its final decision on the regula­ 
tions until next month, perhaps 
not until November when 
Californians vote on Chavez’s 
farm labor initiative Prop. 14. 
The ballot measure would 
make access a part of the law, 
not just a regulation. And, any 
changes would have to be ap­ 
proved by voters. 
An unexpected witness was 
Sam Cohen, a former regional 
director for the board and a 
troubleshooter who was as­ 
signed by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. last year to help sort 
out problems in implementing 
the law. 
He agreed with the UFWA on 
the rule, declaring, “ The fact is 
that the Agricultural Labor 
Relations Act cannot exist 
without the access rule.” 
Cohen urged the board, which 
was reconstituted with three 
new members this summer, to 
establish as a No. 1 priority the 
“ education” of growers and 
workers, alike. He said prob­ 
lems with the access rule — 
such as possible disruption of 
work — could be ironed out if 
board agents would get both 


sides talking. 
For example, many farmers 
said the lunch hour organizing 
period often stretched to all day 
because there is no established 
noon mealtime on farms. Cohen 
said “ something can be worked 
out” to limit the access if 
growers would call the local 
board director.

When one week ago tonight the Cabrillo football team 
tromped off the muddy field of Huyck Stadium, they had 
clearly shown that they had the potential to be an explosive 
ballclub. 
Tonight (8 p.m.), when the Conqs line up against the 
Compton Tarbabes on the same (but hopefully drier) field, 
coach Ed Knowles hopes his team hasn’t lost the enthusiasm 
which led to the only two touchdowns of the Northern League 
Preview.

So George Blanda played 
football until he was 49, and Minnie

At age 81, Plennie Lawrence 
Wingo is the reigning MVP of his 
sport. Never mind that he is also his 
sport’s only competitor. It’s not his 
fault that backward walking has yet 
to muscle in on the public’s atten­ 
tion. which is currently monopolized 
by football, baseball and lawn darts. 
But Plennie is teetering on the 
brink of fame. He’s been the object 
of a media blitz, set off by a recent 
appearance on the Johnny Carson 
Show. On his current walk from San 
Francisco to Santa Monica. Plennie 
has left in his wake dozens of new­ 
spaper stories and radio and tv in­ 
terviews. 
You don’t need a scorecard to tell 
Plennie. His uniform is a baggy 
1930’s business suit, felt hat, carved 
walking stick, and spectacles equip­ 
ped with twin rear-view mirrors, 
like the kind your dentist uses to 
check out those back teeth 
Plennie passed through the Lom­ 
poc Valley Tuesday and Wednesday, 
heading south but facing north. His 
trip started July 31 and will wind up 
in a few weeks or so. 
No big hurry. Plennie has slowed 
down a step or two since 1931, when 
he set the world’s backwards walk­ 
ing records, speed (45 miles in 12*4 
hours) and distance (8,000 miles — 
from Santa Monica to Instabul, 
Turkey). 
But his present slower pace is no 
less graceful or eye-catching, and it 
allows him to enjoy the scenery 
that, in his younger days, was a blur. 
“That’s a nice tree over there,” 
said Plennie to a reporter, who was 
trying to decide whether to walk 
backward or forward while con­ 
ducting the interview. “ I like to look 
at trees.” 
You seldom see people like Plen­ 
nie Wingo in real life. Mostly guys 
like him hang around in Dick Tracy 
cartoon strips. Ludicrous, yet 
genuine.He’s not to be confused with 
the armies of idiots who have 
deluged us with cornball bicenten­ 
nial stunts. 
Plennie has an interesting 
background (no pun intended). As a 
lad, he often asked his parents to ex­ 
plain his given name, but they were 
evasive. One theory is that, shortly 
after he was born, his parents were 
discussing whether to have more 
children Mr. Wingo looked at his in­ 
fant son crawling backwards across 
the floor and said, "That’s Plen­ 
nie!” 
Plennie has a 48-year-old wife and 
a 61-year-old daughter (by a former 
marriage, no doubt). He met and

married his wife when he was 50 and 
she 17. Don’t ask how he walked 
down the aisle at the wedding. 
Plennie didn’t talk about his ser­ 
vice record, but I assume he washed 
out of boot camp the first time the 
drill sergeant barked. “ Forward, 
march!” 
He has worked with food most of 
his life, and currently caters special 
parties at the J. Paul Getty Museum 
in Malibu He came out of athletic 
retirement for this walk. 
Does he consider himself an 
athlete? 
“In a way," he says. “ It takes a 
little training. I’ve been training for 
this walk since last December 2 " 
(He never gets blisters or sore feet. > 
Why is he doing it? 
“ Why? It’s just a bicentennial 
walk; for longevity, for myself, and 
to advertise the Ripley museums. 
I’m doing it for the money, and to 
celebrate 45 years of doing this.” 
Believe it or not, the Ripley 
museums are picking up the tab for 
Plennie’s trek, and throwing in a 
bonus (“It’s a satisfactory price for 
me." he says). A statue of Plennie 
Wingo stands in the Ripley Museum 
in San Francisco. 
Mr. Ripley had an idea for a cross­ 
country backward bicentennial 
walk He called Plennie and asked if 
the octogenerian had any young 
relatives he could train for such a 
walk. 
“ I told him no one else but me 
could do it,” Plennie says 
Somehow the cross country trip 
plans fell through, but Plennie says 
he would still make the walk if he 
got a sponsor. 
“It would have to be a sweet 
deal,” he says, sounding like an 
athlete playing out his option “They 
would have to pay expenses and pay 
me a good price, with a travel bus 
and an advance agent.” 
He likes to walk, but clearly is no 
sucker He would like to cash in on 
his new-found mini-fame. 
Perhaps he could patent and 
market his unique rear view glas­ 
ses. They would be ideal for dis­ 
couraging pickpockets, and would 
have some marvelous applications 
in sports For instance, they would 
greatly improve the handoffs of a 
track relay team.

Ordinarily, it would figure to be a 
devastating contrast of awesome offenses: 
California’s “ bombs aw ay” air attack 
versus fifth-ranked Oklahoma’s usual 
steamrolling ground game. 
But in Norman, Okla., scene of this most 
interesting interconference matchup, the 
mood is one of wariness rather than con­ 
fidence that the Sooner rushers can outgun 
California’s All-America quarterback hope­ 
ful Joe Roth.

Polly’s Pointers 


Crayon stuck on 
permanent press 


By Polly Cramer 


Inflation Fighter 
DEAR TOLLY — How do I remove crayon stains 
from permanent press clothes? While drying some 
clothes a blue crayon melted on them. Also, how does 
one remove cooking grease? — DEBORAH. 


DEAR DEBORAH — Permanent press garments do 


present a problem, as they tend to retain steins. Any 
stein should be immediately sprayed with warm water. 
One laundry authority for such clothes suggests follow­ 
ing this by the use of powdered bleach or hydrogen 
peroxide. Then rinse and Inaader ns usual. Crayon steins 
can he loosened with kitchen shortening put on and then 
detergent worked in, until the outline of the stein dis­ 
appears. Then launder. Repeat if necessary and pre­ 
treat with a liquid household cleaner. Plenty of 
detergent rubbed in greasy steins before laundering 
should remove the stains. 
When nothing else has been previously used I have had 


great luck removiug crayon steins with either 
toothpaste or petroleum jelly. Rub well Into stein, let 
stand a minute or so and then Inaader. This has worked 
well for me on synthetics, too. — POLLY. 


DEAR TOLLY - I am happy to he able to help Peggy who 
complained about her plastic ware being greasy. I have sold 
over $60,000.00 worth of such plastic at home parties Plastic 
is synthesized from oil so it attracts grease First always 
wash with lots of soap and do not store over your gas range. 
Use one-half cup bleach in two gallons of soapy water That 
should remove the oil and whiten your plastic ware 
When our home burned last year I had to make do in many 
ways I make my own clothes, so to make a sleeve ironing 
board I rolled newspaper up very tightly and covered them | 
with muslin tea towels that were given to us. A rolled up 
flannel blanket covered with a tea towel was wonderful for 
pressing the seams in pants suits 1 had to replace. I do not 
even plan to buy a new pressing board. — M K. 
DEAR TOLLY — I am surprised that the salesperson for I 
that plastic ware sold at the home parties did not tell Peggy 
that this greasy feeling often occurs when pieces are stored 
for a long time and do not get regular dishwashing It was 
suggested that I use a small amount of cleanser on a moist 
sponge to scrub such pieces 1 did and they were not harmed 
by the stickiness nor the light rubbing with cleanser. Now they 
look like new - VIVIAN.

Saudis accuse U.S. of building up Shah 


WASHINGTON - In blunt, blistering 
language, Saudi Arabian officials have 
accused the United States of building up 
the Shah of Iran for an armed invasion of 
Arabian oil fields. 
The respected Saudi oil m inister, 
Ahmed Zaki Yamani, warned that the 
shah was “highly unstable mentally.” If 
the U.S. authorities 
failed to recognize 
this, added Yamani, 
they must be losing 
th e ir 
“ p o w ers 
of 
observation.” 
The Saudis confided 
their fears last year to 
James E. Akins, then 
the U.S. ambassador, 
who relayed the m es­ 
sage to Washington in 
startling secret letters 
and memos. 
One “memorandum 
for the file ,” dated Aug. 28, 1975, 
describes 
the explosive conversation 
with Yamani. The oil minister, ac­ 
cording to the secret memo, said “the 
conclusion the Saudis were reaching was 
that we had an agreement with Iran to 
let it take over the entire Arabian littoral 
of the Persian Gulf.” 
Yamini believed the United States 
“had urged the shah to make peace with 
Iraq,” Akins added, “so Iran would have 
a freer hand in the lower Gulf.” 
The Saudi oil minister was convinced 
that the United States was deliberately 
bolstering the shah’s military power and 
that “ Iran’s extraordinary m ilitary 
building up was quite clearly aimed at 
occupying the Arab states across the 
Gulf, the Emirates, Qatar, Bahrain, 
Kuwait and even Saudi Arabia itself.” 
The secret memo quotes Yamani as 


saying tersely “ that the talk of eternal 
friendship between Iran and the United 
States was nauseating to him and other 
Saudis 
They knew the Shah was a 
megalomaniac, that he was highly un­ 
stable m entally and if we didn’t 
recognize this, there must be something 
wrong with our powers of observation.” 
The Saudis had become persuaded, 
Akins noted, that “in the next Arab- 
Israeli war, Israel ... would be en­ 
couraged to occupy Tobuk in northern 
Saudi Arabia and Iran would be told to 
occupy the Arabian littoral.” 
If such a situation developed. Yamani 
warned Akins: “ Iraq would be involved 
immediately and so would be the Soviet 
Union But if Iran should succeed in oc­ 
cupying part of the Arabian coast, it 
would find only smoking ruins, and the 
Western oil consum ers would face 
catastrophe.” 
Akins responded, according to his 
secret memo, that “such a plan would be 
sheer m adness.” Yamani agreed that 
Akins “was quite right” but added “We 
think you may have gone mad." 
UNSAFE PESTICIDES. The 45.000 
pesticide products now on the market 
may be unsafe This possibility has been 
raised by environmental czar Russell 
Train in an unpublicized letter to Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, D-Mass. 
“ We originally 
assum ed,” 
wrote 
Train, that the test data “was scien­ 
tifically sound,” that test procedures 
were "accurately reported,” that the 
scien tific standards “ are still ap­ 
propriate” and that the problems raised 
“had been resolved ” 
“ In light of recent developments,” 
confessed Train, “these assumptions are 
now questionable.” 
Under prodding from Kennedy, the En-

vironmental Protection Agency has been 
reregistering pesticides. For this, the 
agency has been compelled to rely on the 
p esticid e industry’s tests. 
As we 
reported in an earlier column, the EPA 
has almost no testing facilities of its 
own. 
The test results, therefore, are uncer­ 
tain and incomplete. Many pesticides, in 
fact, were registered by the Agriculture 
Department before the EPA was es­ 
tablished 
No tests were required of 
these pesticides to determine whether 
they caused cancer, birth defects or gene 
mutations These tests are now required 
by law. 
EPA has been telling manufacturers, 
therefore, that they must conduct ad­ 
ditional tests to comply with today’s 
more stringent standards At the same 
time, EPA has been reviewing its own 
files. The review ers have seriously 
questioned some of the data that the in­ 
dustry has submitted Yet in some cases, 
the pesticides astonishingly had been ap­ 
proved 
The whole pesticide testing program is 
in such chaos that EPA has abruptly shut 
down its registration program. Earlier 
this month, some of EPA’s top brass met 
at the Annapolis Hilton Hotel outside 
Washington to figure out what to do 
WATCH ON WASTE: The National 
Endowment for the Arts, which provides 
government grants to assist individual 
art projects, operates on a 
stringent 
budget. At least this is what its officials 
tell applicants whose grant proposals are 
denied 
But the agency isn’t quite so penny- 
pinching when it comes to the expenses 
of the top brass A few weeks ago, the 
National Endowment’s public relations 
director, Florence Lowe, flew from 
Washington to Los Angeles on official 
b u sin ess. 
Her lu g g a ge, how ever, 
remained in Washington. 
There was an urgent call for the suit­ 
case. which was rushed across country 
to the impatient Mrs. Lowe. It cost the 
taxpayers $18 90 to fly the bag to Los 
Angeles The special delivery charges to 
haul the suitcase from the airport to the 
posh Beverly Wilshire Hotel cost even 
more The taxpayers had to shell out an 
additional $23 85 
Ml told, the misplaced suitcase cost 
the taxpayers $42 75. Mrs 
Lowe ex­ 
plained that it wasn't her fault the suit­ 
case was left behind and that it contained 
documents she needed for her Los 
Angeles meeting. 


Concerning the talk about Solzhenitsyn 
— the Republicans included in their plat­ 
form a specific tribute to him; the 
Democrats surreptitiously contrived to 
lose a proposal that they do the same 
thing — a few points ought to be made. 
1. Henry Kissinger, when he was first 
invited by President-elect Richard Nixon 
to become his national 
security adviser, gave 
Mr. Nixon to read 
R obert 
C on q u est’s 
book, 
“ The G reat 
Terror.” It is an ac­ 
count of the carnage 
which Stalin found 
necessary to the es­ 
t a b lis h m e n t 
of 
proletarian rule in 
Russia, which carnage 
had at least the advan­ 
tage of delighting him. 
My information does 
not extend to whether Mr. Nixon read 
this book, although if he did. he cannot 
have assimilated its meaning, to judge 
from the eulogy to Mao Tse-tung on his 
belated departure from this vale of 
tears, which reached high tide in China 
under his rule. As well pay tribute to 
Josef Stalin. The two gentlemen were 
killers on approximately the same scale, 
though perhaps the edge goes to Mao 
who, after all. had a larger pool of bodies 
to kill from than Stalin had. 
Henry Kissinger, shortly after Gerald 
Ford became President, sat down to 
read a chapter or two from 
“Gulag 
Archipelago,” having up until then read 
only Solzhenitsyn’s “Cancer Ward ” He 
found the book so engrossing, he ended 
by reading it all He then read through 
“Ivan Denisovich,” and "First Circle.” 
He then took "Gulag” to President Ford 
with the recommendation that he read it. 
One does not know whether Mr Ford did 
so If Richard Reeves is correct in say­ 
ing that Mr. Ford has not read a book in 
ten years, the odds are against it. Still, 
the impulse of Mr Kissinger is what we 
are focusing on. 
Henry Kissinger, after experiencing 
Solzhenitsyn, made known to a relevant 
figure the concern of the United States 
government for the physical safety of 
Solzhenitsyn, who at that period was still 
in Moscow It is not inconceivable that 
the decision of the Kremlin to exile 
Solzhenitsyn, rather than send him back 
for a refresher course on Gulag, or on 
one 
of those terminal visits to the 
Lubyanka prison, was the result of Kis­ 
singer’s incremental intervention 
Not 
inconceivable, in other words, that Kis­ 
singer saved the life of Solzhenitsyn. 
2 When the question arose whether 
Solzhenitsyn should be invited to the 
White House, the advice that he should 
not be came from Kissinger, who now 
says that his judgment was defective, 
though in fact it wasn’t (it is the policy of 
detente which is defective) It should be 
stressed that a Secretary of State 
primarily concerned to achieve a certain 
relationship with a froeign power quite 
naturally shrinks from certain kinds of 
provocations. 
When Khrushchev came here for the 
first time and spoke at the National 
Press Club, somebody during the ques­ 
tion period asked about the use of Soviet 
tanks to run over Hungarian students 
Khrushchev with one emphatic display 
of choler made it clear that he had not 
come to America 4o answer questions of 
that kind and never again, on that trip, 
did an American newspaperman dare 
return to the subject. You cannot treat 
Krushchev the way you treat President 
Nixon. You cannot fete the m ost 
eloquent critic of the Soviet Union while 
carrying on detente with the Soviet 
Union It is. simply, a matter of incom­ 


patible policies. Who says A, to quote the 
cliche, must say B. 
In other words, one cannot deduce 
from M r. K is s in g e r ’s r eb u ff to 
Solzhenitsyn, any lack of reverence for 
Solzhenitsyn. 
3. What is dismaying is the culture im­ 
pregnated by that act of Mr. Kissinger. 
Now Winston Lord, the young and gifted 
assistant to Mr. Kissinger, is detected, 
at a seminar for State Department in­ 
terns, using the word “fascist” loosely at 
the expense of Solzhenitsyn. What Mr. 
Lord said cannot be put more precisely 
than this — because he says he did not 
call Solzhenitsyn a fascist, and as a long­ 
time friend of Mr. Lord, I am prepared 
to accept his word any time. But he did 
not deny using the word And this brings 
us to the final point that ought to be 
made here 


The bureaucratic reflex of Winston 
Lord at so young an age is the result of a 
disease at least as contagious as, say, the 
swine flu. and extremely dangerous, 
breeding at its m ost virulent manifesta­ 
tion, the kind of people we finally had to 
dispatch at Nuernberg for hyper-fidelity 
to the regnant ideology. And, alas, no an­ 
titoxin is in sight. One can only appeal 
from Winston drunk to Winston sober — 
by telling him, gently, that though 
foreign policy is to a substantial extent a 
value-free science, it ought not to crowd 
out moral reality. 
To link Solzhenitsyn to a modem 
political 
m ovement-philosophy 
that 
glorifies violence and the subordination 
of the individual to the state is intellec­ 
tually wrong-headed. And to say such a 
thing about the noblest man alive is 
Philistine.

In 
boxing, the objective 
has always been to put 
the person uncon­ 
scious, something we 
have 
never believed 
in. 
Well, it appears that football is going 
the sam e w ay. Oakland R aid ers 
demonstrated meanness we haven’t ever 
seen on a football field 
Pittsburgh 
retaliated some but not as often 
Karate chops not even near the play 
action were obvious It was almost as if 
the linebackers spent all summer at a 
Japanese karate class 
There appears to be a movement 
amongst sports officials, however, to 
diminish this violence. In hockey, for ex­ 
ample. criminal complaints were filed 
last year against players for assault and 
battery. Chuck Nole. the Pittsburgh 
Steeler coach, seems to be asking for the 
same thing when he plays Oakland again, 
or any team for that matter. 
The football player is dressed for ac­ 
tion, for sure Putting a karate chop on a 
guy’s helmet probably hurts the person 
who delivers the chop more than the guy 
wearing the helmet. 
However, what 
bothers us is the deliberate and uncalled 
for reason for the chop, particularly 
after play action has stopped 
Speaking of the violent action in foot­ 
b all, 
it ap p ears that equipm ent 
m anagers have geared for it. We 
watched an orthopedic doctor the other 
day on television speaking of football in­ 
juries and he had an interesting observa­ 
tion why paralyzing back injuries were 
becoming more prevalent. It seem s that 
the football helmet manufacturers have 
come up with such a well-built helmet, 
the football player is now using his head 
as a battering ram. This, in turn, causes 
the paralyzing back injuries 
Our sports editor tells us that the head 
cannot be used in this manner in high 


school football. It is called “ spearing 
and results in a 15-yard penalty. 


THOUGHTS WHILE SHAVING
